You  definitely  notice  when  one  tiny  member  of  your  physical  body  is  out  of place, 
don' t you?  When  I  displaced  my  ACT  during  a  skiing  accident,  I  didn't  even 
know  I  had  an  ACL.  But  when  that  tiny  ligament  behind  my  knee  slipped  out 
of place,  it  crippled  my  whole  body  with  pain  and  put  me  in  a  brace  for  weeks. 

The  small,  seemingly  insignificant  parts  of  the  body  can  have  an  astounding  effect 
when  they're  out  of  fellowship  with  others.  The  apostles  understood  this.  That's 
why  they  were  devoted  to  one  another. 

Whether  you' re  that  ligament,  elbow,  knee,  foot,  or  one  of  the  more  " celebrated " 
and  "glamorous"  parts  like  the  mouth  or  eye,  know  that  God  has  set  you  in  your 
place.  When  you  devalue  your  contribution,  you  cripple  the  body  and  tire  out  other 
parts  who  have  to  compensate  for  your  absence.  You  are  valuable  and  everyone 
really  does  need  you! 

Lord,  I  devote  myself  to  You  and  to  the  place  You've  called  me  to  serve.  Thank 
You  for  using  me  to  help  others  flourish.  ”

Our  con¬ 
tribution  is  incomplete  when  your  $20  (for  example)  isn't  there;  re¬ 
member  the  ACL  above? 

Let's  all  determine  not  to  devalue  or  withhold  our  contribution  to  the 
success  of  the  body  in  2019,  starting  today.  Whenever  you  devote 
your  time,  your  prayers,  and  some  of  your  money  to  something,  you 
become  invested  and  begin  to  think  more  like  an  owner  than  an  em¬ 
ployee  or  a  spectator.  Every  part  is  critical  and  needed  just  as  God 
has  placed  us  together  in  the  body.  Let  us  come  closer  to  God  and 
each  other  as  we  confess  both  with  our  mouths  and  our  actions  that 
we  are  all  in,  together!

Therefore,  Corey  decided  to  invite 
a  couple  that  he  knows  from  Publix 
over  for  dinner.  This  is  one  of  his  cus¬ 
tomers  that  he  has  known  him  for  a 
very  long  time.  They  live  in  Irmo,  but 
they  have  followed  him  to  whatever 
store  he  has  managed  over  the  years, 
from  Irmo  to  Forest  Acres  to  Lexing¬ 
ton. 

Although  they  have  four  grown  chil¬ 
dren,  they,  too,  were  alone  for  Christ¬ 
mas,  and  so  they  accepted  the  offer  and 
we  enjoyed  the  company  of  new  and 
different  people.  It  turned  out  to  be  oh 
so  very  special!  In  fact,  Mia  is  Asian,  and 
she  intrigued  us  all  with  many  interest¬ 
ing  stories  of  her  life  growing  up  in  Ko¬ 
rea  and  Okinawa.  My  family  shared 
many  stories  with  them  as  well,  and  by 
the  end  of  the  evening  we  all  felt  like  old 
friends.  In  fact,  it  was  so  rich  that  Mia 
was  able  to  share  the  news  of  her  very 
recent  diagnosis  of  cancer,  and  express 
the  fear  she  is  experiencing  regarding 
this. 


In  the  Gospel  of  Luke,  there  are  many 
stories  in  which  we  read  of  Jesus  sitting 
down  to  eat  with  people,  sometimes 
with  his  disciples,  other  times  with  sin¬ 
ners,  tax  collectors,  and  Pharisees.  Jesus 
also  instructs  his  followers  about  how 
they  should  gather  around  the  table  with 
others  and  who  they  should  invite  to 
dinner.  In  Luke  14,  he  says,  “When  you 
give  a  dinner,  do  not  invite  your  friends, 
your  brothers  or  sisters,  your  relatives, 
or  your  rich  neighbors. .  .but  when  you 
give  a  banquet,  invite  the  poor,  the  crip¬ 
pled,  the  lame,  the  blind,  and  you  will  be 
blessed.”  This  is  certainly  not  something 
we  practice  as  often  as  we  should,  how¬ 
ever,  this  Christmas  was  different,  and  I 
have  to  admit  it  truly  was  a  blessing. 

I  am  so  glad  that  Corey  invited  them, 
and  I  am  so  glad  they  accepted  the  invi¬ 
tation.
